Riddick named Citizen of the Year

Frank Riddick was named the Citizen 
of the Year Thursday night at the 25th 
Annual Hickman County Business and 
Industry Appreciation Banquet. 

Riddick, known affectionately to 
some as “the bicycle man” was said 
to have given thousands of bicycles to 
underprivileged children throughout 
the area. 

“There is no better feeling in the 
world than to give a bike to a child that 
doesn’t have a bike,” the retired farmer 
said after receiving the award. 

As a child, Riddick had always 
dreamed of having a bicycle but was 
unable to afford one. After retiring from 
farming in the 1990s, he began making 
that dream a reality for children in the 
area. 

Stan Waldon, pastor at Clinton 
First United Methodist Church and 
prior recipient of the “Citizen of 
the Year” award in 1997, made the 
announcement and presented the award 
in the absence of former Clinton First 
United Methodist Church pastor Aaron 
Dowdy, who was the 2013 Citizen of 
the Year and is now preaching at a 
church in Tennessee. 

Waldon announced that Riddick had 
given away more than 600 bicycles in 
one year. 

Riddick said that as soon as people 
caught wind of what he was doing, he 
had more bikes piling up than he knew

Daisy Craig Day held at library

Everyone was decked out with gloves, 
dresses, and hats at the first annual 
Daisy Craig Day Celebration at the 
Hickman County Memorial Fibrary 
in Clinton on Friday, May 9. The 
library and Woman’s Club hosted a 
fun-filled day for families and friends 
to celebrate the history of the building 
and the donor of the library property. 

Daisy Craig was born in May of 
1875. In 1936 she deeded her house 
and lot on East Jackson to be used as a 
local clubhouse and library. Still to this 
day the land Craig deeded remains the 
home of the Hickman County Memorial 
Fibrary and the Clinton Woman’s Club. 

It was debated last fall that the narrow 


street located directly in front of the 
library be renamed after Farm Bureay 
relocated to the corner of KY Highway 
51 and KY 58, also known as Mayfield 
Highway. After much deliberation and 
compromise the Clinton City Council 
voted for the street to continue to be 
called Craig Fane. 

The Daisy Craig Day was a 
celebration of the new street name and 
the history behind the story. Visitors 
were encouraged to dress in their 
1930s attire and enjoyed activities from 
the time in which Craig lived. Finger 
foods, games and face painting were 
also available throughout the evening 
with all donations going towards 
library expenses.

Use of food stamps on the rise in Hickman County

The use of food stamps in Hickman 
County increased during the recession, 
assisting families in stretching their 
food dollars, contributing to local 
spending and helping spark a national 
debate about the future of the federal 
nutrition program. 

The proportion of Hickman County 
residents receiving food stamps hit 
18.2 percent in 2011, according to 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 



(USDA) Food and Nutrition Services. 
That’s an increase of 5.3 percentage 
points since 2007, the year the 
recession started. 

Hickman County’s food-stamp 
usage rate is still lower than the state 
rate. Across Kentucky, 19.3 percent 
of residents in 2011 received support 
from the Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP), as the 
food stamp program is officially 
known. Nationally, 14.8 percent of the 
population receives SNAP benefits. 


Places like Hickman County, which 
are located outside metropolitan areas, 
tend to have a higher percentage of the 
population receiving SNAP benefits. 
That’s because incomes are generally 
lower in nonmetropolitan counties. 

The inflation-adjusted median 
household income in Hickman County 
in 2011 was $39,819, compared to 
the Kentucky median of $42,610. 
Nationally, median household income 
was $52,306 in 2011. 

In 2011, residents of Hickman

County received a combined 
$1,486,249 in SNAP benefits. The 
USDA reports that each $5 in SNAP 
benefits generates $9.20 in spending. 

SNAP benefits start to circulate in 
the economy quickly. Participants 
spend nearly all their food stamps 
within one month of receipt, according 
to a study by the University of New 
Hampshire Carsey Institute. 

Grocers say they feel the impact 
of SNAP and other USDA nutrition 
programs like Women, Infants and

Children (WIC). 

“Without SNAP and WIC, we 
wouldn’t be able to make it,” wrote 
the owner of the Mill City Market in 
the small town of Mill City, Ore., in 
a survey of rural grocers conducted 
by the Oregon Food Bank and Kansas 
State University Rural Grocery 
Initiative.

Kindergarten readiness event 
prepares children for transition 


One of the biggest challenges 
that young children face today 
is the transition between 
preschool and kindergarten. 
However, Hickman County 
Elementary School teachers 
and staff took time away from 
their busy schedules to help 
prepare both students and 
parents for the journey that is 
soon to come. 

Last Wednesday The 
Four River Counties Early 
Childhood Council joined with 
KAPS Family Resource Center, 
Hickman County Headstart and 
Hickman County Elementary 
school to host a Kindergarten 
Readiness Night; a useful event 
that supplied not only materials 
on classes but a meet and 
greet with Hickman County 
Kindergarten teachers. 

Topics such as things to 
look for and work on with the 
child were discussed as well 
as resources for tutorials and 
studying lessons that will be 
covered during the year. The 
most important lesson learned 
from the night was how the 
child will need to become 
more independent before 
heading to kindergarten. The 
teachers warned parents that 
they expect full participation 
and involvement in the child’s 
education and that the teaching 
of such young students will 
require a team effort from all 
involved. 

Teaching children how to 
follow simple step instructions 
and practicing counting by 
playing number games were 
a few ideas mentioned to 
the guests on how they can 
do their part to prepare their 
children for kindergarten. 
More importantly, parents were 
encouraged to begin a routine 
and schedule that the students 
can become accustomed to 
each day that will teach them 
responsibility and keep them 
focused in both their school 
and home environments. 

“Students who come in late 
to class because they are not 
on a schedule sometimes feel 
like they have missed out on 
things in class because other 
students have been here 30 
extra minutes,” explained 
kindergarten teacher Kim 
Jackson. 

Jackson also stressed the 
importance of working with 
the kids one-on-one at home to 
help keep both the student and 
parents on task and up-to-date 
with what is going on in class. 
She also pointed out the word 
wall in her classroom showing 
parents how already this year 
her current class has learned 
more than 105 sight words and 
the new incoming students will 
be expected to do the same. 

Pizza and goody bags that 
included a writing practice 
board and a word puzzle were 
both provided during the event.

when SNAP benefits hit the 
streets, said David Procter with 
the Rural Grocery Initiative 

It’s not just the mom-and- 
pop stores that see a bump from 
food-stamp spending in small 
towns and rural areas. Walmart 
reported in a recent Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
filing that a decrease in SNAP 
benefits last year could affect 
the retail giant’s bottom line. 

Average SNAP benefits 
nationally fell about $30 a 
month per family in November 
after a temporary increase that 
was part of the 2009 economic 
stimulus package. More funding 


decreases are on the way. 

This summer, Congress 
agreed to trim about $8 billion 
from SNAP over the next 
decade. Backers of the cuts 
said the program had expanded 
too much in recent years and 
was creating too much reliance 
on government assistance. 
SNAP expenditures increased 
135 percent between 2007 and 
2011 . 

U.S. Rep. Eric Cantor (Va.-R) 
backed a measure that would 
have removed SNAP from the 
farm bill entirely. 

“While [SNAP] is an 
important part of our safety

net, our overriding goal should 
be to help our citizens with the 
education and skills they need 
to get back on their feet so that 
they can provide for themselves 
and their families,” Rep. Cantor 
said during congressional 
debate. 

Food stamps have been part 
of the farm bill for the past 
50 years. The legislation’s 
combination of farming and 
nutrition programs has helped 
ensure the bill receives broad 
backing from farm-country 
representatives and more urban- 
based members who support 
anti-poverty programs. 

That alliance was tested but 
held with the passage of the 
2014 farm bill.

Paying the right 
amount for a house 

Dear Dave, 

I know you recommend that 
no more than 25 percent of your 
take-home pay should go toward 
rent or a mortgage payment. 
Should taxes and insurance be 
figured into this amount? 

Kayla 

Dear Kayla, 

Yes, they should. Mortgage 
companies will qualify you for 
twice as much house as you can 
realistically afford. They’ll try to 
put you on a 30-year, adjustable- 
rate mortgage and leave you 
in debt up to your eyeballs for 
half of your life. Payments like 
that can easily equal 36 percent 
or more of your take-home pay. 
That’s just nuts! 

I see so many people who can’t 
take a decent vacation or save 
anything for retirement or their 
kids’ college fund because their 
mortgage payment is through 
the roof. That’s called being 
“house poor.” And I’ve even 
seen it push people into debt just 
to buy groceries. 

It’s fine if you want to follow 
my guidelines. But what I’m 
really trying to do is get you to 
think. Engage in some critical 
thinking when it comes to your 
finances. There’s so much more 
to life than that building we call a 


house. I want you to think about 
your future and your family’s 
future and make smart money 
decisions that will change your 
family tree for years to come!

More than one 
life insurance policy? 

Dear Dave, 

Can you have more than one 
life insurance policy, and is 
there ever a reason to do this? 

Chad 

Dear Chad, 

Sure, you can. And there are 
several different reasons you 
might choose to do this. 

One, like in my case, I have 
lots of insurance regarding our 
business, our estate plan and 
those kinds of things. In some 
cases, I’ve reached the limit 
on the amount of a policy a 
company will write on me. Most 
life insurance companies will 
only write so much in coverage 
for one person. So when this 
has happened, I’d go to another 
carrier for additional coverage. 

Another reason people do this 
is to feel more secure from a 
company standpoint. If one 
insurance company goes out 
of business, they’ll still have 
another policy, or policies, in 
place. Usually, that’s not much 
of an issue. Most insurance 


companies are financially stable 
or have insurance to back them 
up with the state. 

The only real problem with 
having more than one life 
insurance policy is that it 
complicates your life a little 
bit. You’d have two or three 
premium checks or withdrawals 
to worry about each month and 
possibly even additional policy 
fees. So generally speaking, it’s 
cheaper to have just one policy. 
And I’d recommend having 10 
to 12 times your annual income 
wrapped up in a good, level 
term policy. 

But no, there aren’t any rules 
against having more than one 
life insurance policy.

Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Countv Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement.

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Clerk for the year ended December 31, 2013, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated March 18, 2014, on our consideration of the 
Hickman County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.

THE WAY I SEE IT

The 2014 class of high 
school (and college) seniors 
are preparing to walk the line 
during commencement. 

I encourage each one to 
choose a vocation and a study 
path that you really enjoy, 
because when you do that, each 
day is not like going to work, 
but rather going to do something 
that you really enjoy.

Many 
will change their majors at least 
once as they get their feet wet 


into what a particular field of 
study is really like. 

It seems like only yesterday 
that I was about to walk the line 
in high school at Joelton High 
School. The commencement 
for that year’s class of Joelton 
Blue Jays was on the front 
lawn of the high school. The 
high school was turned into a 
middle school years ago when 
White’s Creek High School 
was built down the road. Our 
class numbers were small. I was 
about to go to college in a place 
that I had never visited. While 
I had been up and down the 
country east of Nashville, I had 
never ventured west. I saw my 
first cotton fields while trying to 
find UT Martin. 

My high school guidance 
counselor said I should go 
into engineering because I had 
strong math and science scores.

I learned that UT Martin was 
a lot tougher than Knoxville 
but as I continued my studies in 
engineering I also wrote for the 
college newspaper. The more I 
wrote the more I liked to write 
and the less I liked figuring out 
sine, cosine and tangent and all 
the related engineering terms. 

It took five years to 
complete a four-year degree in 
Communications but now that 
sheep skin proudly hangs in a 
frame on the wall of my office 
and no one can take it away. 
Graduating from college did 
not make me any smarter, but 
I wouldn’t have gotten my first 
newspaper job as sports editor 
of a daily newspaper if I had not 
completed school. So, it really 
did open some doors. 

I congratulate those who are 
graduating from high school and 
also those who are completing 
college work.

We’ve almost made it to what 
will be the final election of the 
year for several offices. This 
is the last issue of The Gazette 
before the election. Next week’s 
paper will be a day late, hitting 
the shelves on Wednesday 
morning with the primary 
election results for Hickman 
County Offices. 

How is this feasible? 
Sending a newspaper to the 
printing plant is not quite like 
sending the latest draft of your 
resume to the laser jet. With 
as few printing plants as there 
are today, publications fight, 
scratch, and claw for their time 
on the press. 

Printing plants schedule their 
periodical publications well 
in advance of press-time and 
hold to the schedule as tight 
as possible. In most cases, a 
newspaper cannot just publish a 
day late because of an election. 

Four Magic Valley Publishing 
Newspapers will be pushed 
back one slot next Wednesday 
morning, May 21, so that The 
Gazette can come off the press 
first, and head up to Clinton. 

If those four publications 
were not part of our family of 
newspapers, this would not be 
possible. 

Having said that, I’d like 
to say a few words about 
the decisions that Hickman 
Countians will be making next 
Tuesday. Having served in the 
military overseas and walked 
in the footseps of thousands 
of great Americans who have 
fought and died to protect our 
way of life, I have a special 
affinity for our democratic 
system. Is it perfect? Not at 
all. But it is the most perfect 
our of all the other options: 
communism, socialism, 

dictatorship, monarchy, etc. 

Most people are referring to 
the federal offices when they

speak of our rights as voters, 
but it is my belief that the local 
elections are so much more 
important - especially in rural 
communities such as Hickman 
County. 

In rural western Kentucky, 
what is decided in Washington 
and Frankfort has almost no 
bearing on the way things are 
in your hometown. Bureaucrats 
in Washington are worried 
about federal budgets and 
Russian imperialism, and your 
elected officials in Frankfort 
are so focused on finding ways 
to develop EAST Kentucky 
that they never even look 
our way (SOAR). Our state 
officials could not even pass 
HB 188 to help our ambulance 
service. This is the ONE thing 
our county asked of our state 
legislators this year, and it 
didn’t happen. The passing of 
HB 188 would have allowed 
ambulance service dues to be 
placed on the annual tax bill, 
funding the ambulance service 
in its entirety, taking the burden 
off of the county’s General 
Fund and alleviated much of the 
pressure we now face with the 
funding of the jail. 

With the issues we face today, 
whether it be the jail, dispatch, 
fire and rescue, ambulance 
service, programs for senior 
citizens, roads, or other local 
issues, it will be our local 
elected officials who have the 
future of these programs in their 
hands. No one from Frankfort 
is going to help. Grant money 
will be applied for but not 
guaranteed. State senators and 
representatives will poke their 
heads in once or twice when 
their term is up for renewal, 
but will seemingly forget about 
Hickman County between 
elections (I was excited and 
glad to see Sen. Humphreys 
at the Business and Industry 


Appreciation Banquet, an 
exception rather than the rule). 

The offices that will be 
decided on May 20 are those 
of Hickman County Judge 
Executive, Hickman County 
Jailer, and Magistrate in all 
three districts. 

Those who are registered to 
vote as Republicans will not get 
a vote in these elections, which 
is another topic for another day. 

When deciding which 
candidate you will give your 
vote on Tuesday, I ask that you 
will consider, above all, integrity 
and character. Determining the 
character of a man or woman is 
easier said than done, you might 
say, and you would be right. 
You can’t determine whether 
a candidate is trustworthy by 
looking at his bumper sticker, 
campaign pin, or even his ad in 
the newspaper. You can’t even 
determine character by asking 
the candidate outright. His 
friends and family will give you 
the same answer he does, and 
his enemies and opponents may 
always say the opposite.

As the clouds rolled into 
Western Kentucky last Thursday 
evening, the Hickman County 
Falcons rolled into Carlisle 
County for a baseball double 
header that would determine 
the district season champions. 
Both squads entered the contest 
sporting a perfect 4-0 district 
record. 

In the first game, Hickman 
County got things rolling in the 
first inning as Austin Boaz was 
able to draw a walk. Batting 
left handed, switch hitter Nate 
Newton then promptly rocked 
a line drive double to right 
center scoring Boaz to give the 
Falcons a 1-0 lead after one 
inning. Things were looking 
good for the Falcons but in the 
second frame, Carlisle County 
would get things going in their 
favor. With one runner on base 
and two outs, it appeared the 
Falcons and pitcher Austin Boaz 
would get out of the inning 
unscathed but to the dismay of 
a large Hickman County crowd, 
a Comet runner was called safe 
on a close play at first base 
keeping the inning alive. The 
Comets were able to capitalize 
on their good fortune with some 
timely hitting and three Falcon 
errors which led to six Comet 
runs giving the home team a 6-1 
lead. 

Both teams were held 
scoreless for the next two 
innings but in the top of the 
fifth, the Falcons tried to stage 
a comeback. Hayden Spillman 
reached first on a base hit 
followed by Steven Allen who 
drilled a ball off the left field 
fence. Nelson, playing left field 
for the Comets smashed into 
the wall and was injured on the 
play and had to leave the game. 
With two outs and Spillman 
and Allen on base, Billy Speed 
stepped to the plate. Facing a 
full count, Speed smacked a 
curve ball into left center and 
raced around the bases for a 
triple, knocking in two runs for 
the Falcons. However, behind 
a solid pitching performance 


by Carlisle’s Brett Stevens, the 
Falcons would not score again 
giving the Comets a 6-3 victory 
in game one. 

In the second game of the 
evening, Carlisle County had 
their sights set on an outright 
district title but defending 
champion Hickman County 
Falcons had other plans. As 
more clouds filled the sky and 
the temperature dropped, the 
Falcons bats heated up. Billy 
Speed led off the bottom of the 
first with a base hit followed by 
an RBI double by Austin Boaz. 
Nate Newton then knocked in 
Boaz to give the Falcons a 2-0 
lead. Speed took the mound 
for the Falcons in game two 
and held the Comets scoreless 
until the top of the third. Comet 
Tanner Ogden led off the inning 
with a single and Quincy 
Gamball was able to draw a 
walk. Speed was able to retire 
the next two batters but with two 
outs, the Comets would not go 
quietly. Michael Tomalson hit 
a two RBI double and then he 
scored on a Brett Stevens single. 
After another single by Trey 


Martin, the inning ended on a 
ground out but heading into the 
bottom of the third, the Falcons 
found themselves trailing 3-2. 
In bottom half of the third, the 
Falcons began at the top of their 
batting order and got two men 
on base as Billy Speed drew a 
walk and Austin Boaz was hit 
by a pitch. Nate Newton drove 
in Speed with a deep fly ball 
tying the game at three. Boaz 
was then knocked in by an Alec 
Spillman single and the Falcons 
regained the lead at 4-3. 

The Comets recaptured 
the lead quickly in the top of 
the fourth inning scoring two 
more runs and taking a 5-4 
lead. It seemed like Carlisle 
County might be breaking out 
the brooms for a sweep of the 
visiting team but the Falcons 
were about to provide some 
fireworks. The first batter of 
the inning, Hayden Spillman, 
reached first base and was 
followed by a Zach Howard 
single in the bottom of the 
fourth. Spillman was driven in 
on a Billy Speed single tying 
the game at four apiece. With 


Speed and Howard on base 
and a tie game, Nate Newton 
stepped to the plate batting right 
handed for only the second time 
since he was sidelined on April 
18th with a broken wrist. On the 
first pitch of the at bat, Newton 
scorched the baseball deep into 
the night sky and over the left 
center-field fence for a three-run 
home-run, breaking the tie and 
giving the Falcons a lead they 
would never relinquish. 

The Comets managed another 
run in the top of the fifth on a 
solo home-run by Trey Martin 
but in the bottom of the inning, 
the Falcons kept their foot on the 
gas. A single by Steven Allen 
and walks by Sam Gallimore 
and Hayden Spillman loaded 
the bases for Billy Speed. Speed 
delivered with a 2 RBI double. 
Austin Boaz then got his second 
double of the game and drove 
in two more runs. After a walk 
by Alec Spillman and Boaz still 
on base, Ryan Harpole came to 
bat. Harpole turned hard on an 
inside pitch and ripped it to left 
field and over the fence for a 3 
run home-run pushing the lead 
to 15- 6. The Comets would 
add two more runs in the top of 
the sixth on a single by Michael 
Tomalson cutting the lead to 
seven. After six strong innings 
by Billy Speed, Nate Newton 
went to the mound in the last 
frame and closed out the Comets 
by inducing a ground out and 
striking out two batters giving 
the Falcons a 15-8 victory and a 
share of the district title. 

The Falcons offense was led 
in the two games on Thursday 
by seniors Nate Newton with 6 
RBI, Billy Speed with 5 RBI, 
and Ryan Harpole with 3. The 
Comets were led by Michael 
Tomalson with 5 RBI and Brett 
Stevens with 2. The county 
rivals headed home, each with a 
win and each with a share of the 
2014 district title and with the 
knowledge that they just might 
meet up again in the district 
tournament later this month.
